to three facts: First, ghat the busineas 
of the society has been conducted in ac- 
cordance with its charteg, since the date 
of Ms Organization on the mutual plan; 
second, that the profits of the society 
have been accumulated for its policy 
holders, and, third, that the surplus of 
the society is held for the exclusive bene- 
fit of its policy holders. I do not recall 
any serious question having ever arisen 
on these polnts until recenfly, when a 
Claim has been put forwar. on behalf 
of the stock which is at variance with 
the terms of the society’s charter, the 
uniform course of its business and all 
its official and unofficial statements ,and 
representation’.

Lynching, Investment and Immigra- 
tion. 

The Springfield (Mass.) Republican, 

after quoting a recent editoria] of The 

Constitution on the subject of southern 


investments, comments thereon as fol- 
lows: 


South Carolina has opened an Office in 
New York to campaign for the surplus 
labor that is in or comes to the great 
city, and to induce capital to invest in 
Seuth Carolina’s enterprises. Souih Car- 
Olina’s action has been noticed with favor 
through the south, and it is said that 
other southern states will promptly follow 
the example set. This is sound and sen- 
The prospect tnat the 
campaign will result in a new industrial 
prosperity is a pleasant contemplation to 
every true friend of the south and the 
country. 

But there is another view of the pros- 
pect, not confined to industrial effort, 
though in a way dependent upon it, which 
also is of happy promise. The southern- 
ers are too shrewd not to realize that 


disorders, lynchings, ‘lax enforcement of | 
the laws, murders translated into ‘‘justifi- | 
able homicides” by an outworn code unfit | 
even for mining camps on the fringe of | 
civilization—that these and like episodes | 
will work the utmost to repel both capi- |

Possible advertising. It ls more than a 
mere coincidence that along with the 
southern boom which has been germinat- 
ing for some time there has come a 
Gecrease in lynchings, an apparent grow- 
ing disposition toward strict enforcement 
of murder laws against whites as well 
and finally the occurrence 
that dhe days’ news reports from Mis- 
where for the first time in the 
history of the state a jury of white men 
has acquitted a negro accused of crim- 
inally assaulting a white woman, and 
that althovgh another negro swore to 
seeing the accused commit the crime. 
Tbe sense that a fair deal is insured 
helps any community. Added to that 
healthy endeavor and development will 
aid a community, be it as large as the 
whole south, in the same measure that 
healthy exercise tends to purify the body 
and the heart. Mere prosperity will not 
sulve the problems that the south, and, 
therefore, the nation, is heir to, but it 
will bring good auguries with it. 

There is a degree of truth in what 


says. Quite nat- 


in a community that is unstable as 
regards the enforcement of law, for 
investments require, above all things, 
legal stability and the application is 
to the criminal no less than to the 
civil code. A community that has a 
reputation for making law and order a 
mockery by running to mob violence 
on any or every provocation could not 
be regarded as a legally safe commu- 
nity in the eyes of distant investors. 
If this will deter capital from invest- 
ing, as it will, it will even more 
strongly deter newcomers from seek- 
ing out homes in a mob-ridden com- 
munity, or immigrants from going 
there in search of employment. Today 
those working to divert a portion of 
the best Italian immigration to the 
south are handicapped by the recollec- 
tions of a lynching of Italians in 
Louisiana a few years ago. 

It is hard to live down a lynching 
reputation, and such reputations are 
generally grotesquely exaggerated. In 
has been so in the case of the south. 
Outsiders really familiar with south- 
ern judicial and_ social institutions 
know that the conservatism of the 
south as regards respect for legal pro- 
cedure is as great as in any other 
section of the union. Indeed, south- 
ern communities have been chaffed 
for “making a fetish of the courts.” 
This may be more in regard to civil 
than criminal procedure, and more 
in the way of defending “the sacred 
right of property” than in protecting 
human life; but it shows the inate 
conservatism of the southern nature, 
and law and order are based on con- 
servatism. But this worthy trait of 
southern character has been of little 
avail in disabusing the northern mind, 
inflamed by newspaper accounts of 
“southern outrages,” of the erroneous 
notion that the people of this sec- 
tion are constitutionally and habitu- 
ally a lot of whitecappers and vigi- 
lantes, such as gave the west its dime 
novel glory in the old mining and cat- 
tle days. Many of our northern 
friends think the average southern 
“colonel” never ventures on the high- 
way in his buggy without a rope 
coiled under the seat for lynching 
emergencies, and that he is ever 
equipped with a hippocket arsenal] to 
exchange lead for the lie. Just as the 
progressive west of today is suffering 
from a foolishly distorted “wild and 
wooly” reputation in the east, the 
south is suffering from an equally fool- 
ish northern notion that her people 
live in a sort of feudal state, with 
vendettas and negro-baiting as mere 
exercise to give healthy tone to the 
liver. 

This mischievous misapprehension 
has no doubt done the southern states 
untold harm in curtailing the invest- 
ment of northern capital and prevent- 
ing a more numerous migration of 
northern home-seekers south, and it 
has its influence in the present ef- 
fort of the south to attract a desirable 
class of foreign immigrants this way. 
The Constitution hopes its New Eng- 
land contemporary is right in believ- 
ing “it is more than a mere coinci- 
dence that along with the southern 
boom which has been germinating 
for some time there has come a de- 
crease in lynchings.” Be this as it 
may, the lynchings have decreased 
very materially, and there is no ques- 
tion as to the beneficent effect of this 
fact upon southern investments and 
immigration.

There can be no 
possibility of gain to this government 
in adopting such a policy, there can 
be much loss in that friendly relation- 
ship which is the basis of legitimate 
commerce between independent na- 
uons.

Where Americans Can Learn, 

It is to be hoped the railway mana 
gers of this country will take advan- 
tage of the International Railway Con- 
gress, now in session at Washington, 
to make a thorough study of the safety 
appliances which have won for English 
and European railways their enviable 
record in the matter of accidents. 

In this respect, if in no other, Amer- 
ican railway management has much to 
learn from the Old World. This coun- 
try’s record of accidents and resulant 


fatalities presents a spectacle little. 


short of appalling. Carrying as they 
cdo a far greater number of passengers 


‘in proportion to their mileage, the 


railroads of England show a percent: 
age of deaths and injuries from acci- 
dents which is infinitesimally smal] in 
comparison with the American record. 
We are wont to flatter ourselves that 
American methods are superior in all 
lines to those of any other part of the 
world, but in the matter of safeguards 
thrown around travel, as around the 
operation of the properties the British 
and European railroads can teach the 
American roads many valuable les- 
sons. 

Of course the fact that much of 
American main line is single track— 
necessarily so since the railroad is 
pioneer in the development of much 
of our territory—is to some extent re- 
sponsible for greater probability of ac- 
cident; but even making due allow- 
ance for this condition, much is wrong 
With the system of management. 

The British roads and their Euro- 
pean imitators are far in the 
lead in the use of safety appli- 
ances. The British theory is to 
do away, to the greatest extent 
possible, with the human equa- 
tion. Then there is a decided differ- 
ence in the personnel, due to a great 
extent, doubtless, to the difference in 
industrial conditions. In England the 
youth who begins at the bottom in 
railroading does so with the determi- 
nation of making it his life work; and 
while promotion may not come as 
rapidly, the way is sure and at the 
end there is a small but comfortable 
pension. In a land of greater possi- 
bilities, the young man who begins at 
railroading may do so with the idea 
of jumping to something else the min- 
ute an opening comes. His feeling of 
responsibility may, in consequence, be 
less. 

We cannot in a day make over the 
industrial conditions of a country, but 
American railroad managers’ can, 
and should, avail themselves. of 
every practical mechanical means 
of safeguarding the running of 
trains and of protecting opera- 
tives and the traveling public. If 
full advantage is taken by American 
mangers of this Interntional Railway 
Congress—both of the discussion of 
questions bearing upon safety and by 
study of the many different appliances 
on exhibition—much good may result. 


—— 


Hours of Study. 

The report of the United States 
consul at Frankfort, Germany, gives 
much interesting information touch- 
ing the result of a recent government 
investigation in the kaiser’s realm to 
determine what influence, if any, the 
hours of study have on the health and 
intellect of school children. 

‘he conclusions reached by the 
scientific investigators and reported 
in detail in this consular report 
are of a character to merit careful 
consideration on the part of our 
American educators, patrons of the 
public schools and friends of educa- 
tion and the well-being of childhood. 
The German investigators do not 
hesitate to pronounce long hours of 
confinement at the schoo] desk highly 
injurious to pupils of tender age and 
recommend shorter hours’ without 
“crowding” of text-books. 

One of them, Professor Dornblueth, 
of Frankfort, a specialist in nervous 
diseases, protests strongly against 
the practice of holding afternoon ses- 
sions of the schools. In support of 
his position he points to the investi- 
gations instituted among 16,000 school 
children by the distinguished expert 
in school hygiene, Dr. Schmidt-Mon- 
nard, of Halle, who found that the 
number of sick among the children 
attending morning and afternoon ses- 
sions was by one-half greater than 
among children who attended ses- 
sions in the forenoon only. 

Professor Dornblueth favors a 
morring session of five hours, giving 


a resting pause of fifteen minutes at! 


the end of each hour. He says that 
the afternoon sessions exhaust the 
vitality of the children, disturb their 
digestive organs and tire their brains. 
The afternoon hours should be given 
to play, outdoor exercises and phys- 
ical training. And he urges that the 
selfish motives of many parents in 
not wishing the children at home be- 
cause they are bothersome and re- 
quire supervision should not avail 
against a reform which is highly 
necessary and beneficial for the lit- 
tle ones. 

In order to ease the nerve strain 
upon mothers who cannot give their 
time and patience to watching mis- 


‘chievous and turbulent children half 


the day, Professor Dornbleuth sug- 
gests the establishment of public re 
treats where the children who cannot 
well be supervised at home may spend 
the afternoon hours in the care of one 
or more responsible adults. 

This is a question that deserves 
even more attention than it is re 
ceiving here in the United States.

Editor Constitution: In your issue of 
May 3 I note that Hon. Harvie Jordan, 
president of the Southern Cotton Grow- 
ers’ Association, replies to my defense of 
the charges he has made against the 
manufacturers of fertilizers of buying 
surplus tags in order to create a demand 
for fertilizers. He contends that a few 
tags left in cars by careless employees 
is self-evidence, etc. Mr. Jordan cannot 
deny that this has been done for years, 
and no notice made of the facts. He, as 
well as the farmers of the belt, knows 
the Herculean task of the manufacturers 
of fertilizers in loading and shipping the 
enormous tonnage of their product in so 
limited time, and with factories running 
day and night, it is of little importance 
to drop or lose a few tags in our desire 
to conform to the laws of the several 
states, 


Tie position that Mr. Jordan takes does 


any man, producer or spinner, could 
readily see that if the tags were bought 
for purposes claimed by him, they would 
either’ be burned or held in reserve for 
the buginess anticipated by the purchaser, 
and not thrown indiscriminately in loaded 
cars for the public to see. 

{ have no desire to criticize Mr. Jordan, 
for he répresents one of the most impor- 
tant undertakings the farmers of the 
south ever entered upon. However, he is 
as versatile in “his solutions of their 
problems ag the hotel roach that appeared 
In a new (breakfast) roll every morning, 
and it is difficult for the farmers to fol- 
low him. It is no longer possible to lead 


dices or political schemes. They, as a 
rule, are well posted readers of daily 
papers, and to gain their confidence and 
following you must at all times be fair 
and logical from every viewpoint. Mr. 
Jordan fn his attacks upon the fertilizer 
manufacturers, who have millions of dol.

One 
of the main causes of the complaint has 
been that other cities in the state have 
enjoved advantageous rates which dis- 
criminaté against Atlanta, and this fact 
has seriously interfered with Atlanta's 
jobbing trade, as well as her manufac- 
tories. 

The discriminations complained of have 
been brought about chiefly by manipu- 
lation of the standard tariff of the com- 
mission, by the railroad companies, with 
the result that the rates from Savannah, 

and other points have been 
reduced, while those from At- 
been cut very little or not

The result has been to give 
other points far better rates to various 
other interior junction points than are 
enjoyed by Atlanta, and against this 
the Atlanta freight bureau and the mer- 
chants of the city entered serious pro- 
test.

Rev. Theron Rice, pastor of the Cen. 
tral Presbyterfan church, wrote as fol- 
lows: 

‘Tainted money’ is an expression very 
easily misunderstood. Money in itself 
can have no moral character. The taint, 
if there be any, is in the man who 
handles the money. 

“A moral taint may come to be asso- 
clated with money under two conditions: 

“Il. Where the money has been obtained 
by unrighteous means. 

“2. Where it is spent for iniquitous 
ends, 

“But let it be remembered that the un- 
righteousness attaches in both cases to 
the man who gets the money wrongful- 
ly, Or who spends it wickedly. Our eyes 
eught to be fixed steadily on the man 
who manipulates the money as the evil 
doer. To talk too much about the money 
as a sinful thing is to encourage con- 
fused thinking, and obscures a clear 
moral judgment, 

“It has seemed to me that a more seri- 
ous question than whether the church 
should receive a man's money or not, is 
whether it should receive the man him- 
self into the Christian brotherhood, 

“Certainly a church which rejects a 
man’s gifts on the ground that they are 
unclean is bound in consistency to ex- 
clude from its fellowship the man himself 
from whose hands alone the money has 
constracted the defilement, 

“As to whether a church may receive 
and use the money of a man whose 
method of making it has been of doubtful 
righteousness, we May say with positive- 
ness that if the acceptance of the gift 
carries with it an explicit or even a 
tacit pledge to indorse or condone the 
giver’s doubtful conduct, or to honor and 
immortalize a life about whose upright- 
ness there is reasonable doubt, such a 
gift ought not to be accepted, 

“The church accepting it under such 
conditions sells it right to testify against 


‘unrighteousness for money—a shameful] 


thing! 
‘“‘But whether the church is called upon 


to pass judgment on the righteousness or 


unrighteousness of a man’s business be- 
fore accepting a gift offered with no con- 
ditions attaching to it, that is quite an- 
other question ana involves more than 
we can enter into in these brief limits. 
“Of two things the’ church ought to 
make sure, namely: That it does not 
put itself before the world in the despli-

I would define ‘tainted yea as 
money acquired by means of criminai 
acts and as money gained by any 
methods in business which are not in hir- 
mony with the letter and spirit of the 
decologue and Christ’s sermon on the 
mount. 

“Such money doeg not belong to the 
possessor, but to the persons from whom 
it has been fraudulently obtained; and 
the first rightful use of it is to return it 
to the owner. This is the best evidence 
of repentenge for securing money by 
unjust or unlawful means. The penitent 
publican said: ‘If I have taken anything 
from any man by false accusation, I re- 
store him four-fold.’ 

“This, however, in many cases, is an 
impossibility and the next best method 
of. sing ill-gotten gains as well as an 
evidence of reformation, is to devote them 
to Charitable purposes, ‘Behold, Lord, the 
half of my goods I give to the poor.’ 

“It is worthy of note that Christ did 
not discourage this use of the publican’s 
wealth, for He said: ‘This day is salva- 
tion; come to this house.’ 

“With reference to the mooted question 
of receiving ‘tained money’ by the church 
or religious organizations, three princi- 
ples should be recognized, 

“I. That such money should not he 
sOlicited by the church or any of its au- 
thorized agents. 

“2. That it cannot be accepted, when 
offered, if its acceptance is regarded by 
the donor as in any way condoning the 
means of its acquisition or as a palliation 
of iniquity. 

“3. That when freely and uncondition- 
ally offered it is not the business of the 
church to become an inquisitor as to the 
motives of the donor or as to the means 
by which this particular money has been 
gained.

Rev. James H. Eakes. 

Rev. J. H. Eakes, presiding elder of 
the Atlanta district Methodist Episcopal 
chur¢eh, south, wrote ag follows: 

“In answer to the general question, 
‘should the chureh accept money tainted 
with fraud?’ there is nor can be but one 
answer, and that a negative one. 

“The character of the money offered, 
must, however, be determined by com- 
petent authority. If: individuals are to 
determine the matter it is HMkely to be 
from a selfish and prejudiced standpoint, 
and as a result the church would decline 
all moneys offered to her. The charge 
of fraudulent methods is made against 
every corporation, and many private indli- 
viduals by some one, and if all these are 
to be taken into consideration, there is 
little of the world’s money the church 
can use. 

“The great work of the church is the 
Salvation of the world; to this she has 
been appointed. If in her high and holy 
work, there shall come to her treasury 
funds unsolicited by her, I do not see 
that she compromises herself, nor does 
she condone the methods by which it was 
accumulated, in accepting and using it for 
the extension of Christ’s kingdom in the 
earth. 

“The doctrine of the ‘survival of the 
fittest’ obtains in the commercial worid, 
while the doctrine of the ‘survival of the 
unfitted’ igs the keynote of the teachings 
of Christ. If the wnerch can take the 
accumulations of the first and apply 
them to the accomplishment of the sec- 
ond principle, she has in part at least ful- 
filled her mission.

Rev. W. W. Landrum. 

Rev. W. W. Landrum, pastor of the 
First Baptist church, wrote as follows: 
“Touching this ‘tainted money’ ques- 
tion, a brother who is visiting me, Rev. 
Howard L. Jones, of Chattanooga, says: 
‘There is of course, strictly speaking, no 
such thing as ‘“‘tainted money.’’ Com- 
mercialism, in our age, has so used 
money as to taint manhood. We have 
come to speak of the market value of 
manhood and talk of man in terms of 
money, as a high priced man or a 
cheap man. The salary a man gets is 
too often made the standard of judg- 
ment as to his real worth. The problem 
of Christianity today is to translate 
money into terms of manhood. Wash- 
ington Gladden’s recent criticism, while 
not containing a sound working princi- 
ple, is the healthy sign of an awakened 
conscience, which shall some day right- 
ly relate money to manhood.’ 

‘“‘President Alderman, of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. in his inaugural ad- 
dress, is reported to have said, in ac- 
cepting a hundred thousand dollars for 
his institution, that they had on the 
campus a marvelous alchemy for trans- 
muting ‘tainted money’ into the fine gold 
of cultured character. 

“I find myself in harmony with these 
expressions. The biography of a dollar 
from the nugget at the mines to milled 
and minted coin passing through ali 
sorts of hands for half a century would 
be a strange story full of tragedy and 
comedy of vice and virtue, of woe and 
weal. The same piece of money has 
blessed and cursed. It has served right- 
eousness and promoted unrighteousness. 
It has swelled the songs of saints in 
glory or heated the flames of torture in 
hell. ‘ | 

“Our Lord said of money: ‘Make friends 
with the mammon of unrighteousness 
that when it fails they may receive you 
into everlasting habitations.’ Money, 
then as now, was too often the mam- 
mon of unrighteousness. In a_ word, 
it was made by unrighteous methods for 
unrighteous ends and expended in un- 
righteous ways. Christ pleaded with men 
to consecrate money to the winning vf 
men to salvation. He taught that it 1s 
possible to use material substance in 
such way as to get men to heaven and 
prepare on. their part a welcome for the 
givers and an eternal comradeship of 
joy and blessing. 

“It does not seem to me to be the 
duty of the church to play the detec- 
tive act and trace the history of every 
dollar offered its treasury. On the other 
hand, there should mever be conscious 
complicity in any unrighteous method 
of money getting. Its voice should be) 
insistent on the emphasis of its prin- | 
ciple of stewardship. No man can buy 
character, but a Christ motiye can re- 
deem any transaction and make even 
the giving of a cup of cold water an 
act of Christian development. In the} 
realm of motive no one but God can! 
judge. It would be uncharitable in the, 
church to suspect or judge the motives | 
of these who contribute to its purposes.

Rev. A. R. Holderby. pastor of the | 
Moore Memorial church, rote as fol- 
lows: . 

“In compliance with your request I 
will give my views in regard to the 
much-talked of matter of the Rockefel- 
le> gift I do not propose, however, to 
discuss this question except upon gen- 


methods employed by Mg. Beckefeller in 
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making the $100,000 which he presented 
to the mission board, neither do I know 
the motive behind the gift. Upon gen- 
eral princtples I do not believe it proper 
for the church to accept money which 
is known to have been made by dlis- 
honest methods. 

“It occurs to me that it is a difficult 
matter for the church to draw the line 
and determine whose money it should 
accept and whose it should reject. 

“If it be true that the great trust cor- 
porations do employ dishonest methods 
in accumulating their money, and that 
many individuals as well have gained 
their wealth by dishonest methods, it is 
just as true that the church has been 
in the past, and is now accepting gifts 
from these very sources, 

“The question arises here, why accept 
such gifts from some illegal and corrupt 
corporations and draw the line at Mr. 
Rockefeller 

“If the one 
wrong. 

“I am not disposed to criticise the 
action of the mission board of the Con- 
gregational church in deciding to accept 
Mr. Rockefeller’s money. 

“The board, no douwt, was prompted 
by conscientious motives anu thought 
they were acting in good faith toward 
their church and their Lord. 

“If this be true, then the church 
should not be condemned for accepting 
the gift, even if the money were ‘tainted.’ 

“TIT do not know that the Great Head 
of the church demands that His people 
should investigate the nature of every 
gift that may be put into the treasury 
of His house. I -do not believe that 
Jesus questioned Mary as to how she 
came by the costly alabaster box of oint- 
ment with which she anointed His feet. 

“A close investigation of all the gifts 
made to the church and to the various 
church enterprises would doubtless re- 
veal the fact that much of the money is 
tainted.

‘Whatever may be said of Rockefel- 
ler’s gift of $100,000 to the church, I 
do not believe that if Mr. Rockefeller or 
a common gambler or a saloon keeper 
were to come into any of our churches 
and put $! or $100 into the collection 
plate that the offering would. be rejected 
or thrown out of the plate.

Rome, May 7.—The French delegation, 
which came here for the unveiling of 
the monument of Victor Hugo on Satur- 
day, assisted today, together with the

There is no escaping the conclusion: If 
a perfect stand—one that will yield the 
maximum crop of which the land is 
capable—means one plant every 18 
inches, then if the plants be 20 or 24 
inches apart, or if in every 5 or 6 feet 
there is a “skip,’’ or a vacant space of 
3, 4 or 5 feet, it is useless and foolish to 
count upon a ful] yield of crop. Assum- 
ing that 18 inches apart in the row is the 
proper distance atwhich the plants should 
stand, if one plant shall be missing from | 
its place—by accident, design or other- | 
wise—the two plants, one on each side} 
of the skip, will certainly produce more | 
cotton per plant than if there had been 
three plants. But the two plants wouid 
not make as much as three would have 
done. 

In 3-foot rows, with a plant every !8 
inches, there would be just 9,680 plants 
on one acre. At a yield of 2 ounces, or 
one-eighth of a pound per plant, the 
acre would yield 1,210 pounds of seed 
cotton.

answers -have generally been of a sug- 
gestive rather than confident character. 
I do not pretend to any great degree of 
confidence in any answer that I have 
ever read to the question. I have had 
but little experience with the obnoxious 
weed, but enough to know that it is an 
exceedingly hard nut to crack. On the 
station farm I have ever been vigilant in 
my watch for the first appearance ofa 
single spot of the co-co, and it has ap- 
peared several times on the farm. In no 
instance had it coyered more space than 
two or three square yards. My method 
has been to dig out the entire spot and
